Str: I have the honor - inclose herewith copies of correspondence 
in relation to bringing about joint action for the elimination of plague 
infection in San Francisco. 

a % x %* * * 

It is on for me to report in detail all the preliminary work 
leading up to the present harmonious state of affairs. The old mem- 
hers of the city board of health are pleased with the turn of affairs, 
and attribute the break in the deadlock in the election of their president 
to these events. The new president of the board, Mr. Casey, in com- 
pany with Health Officer O’Brien, visited the laboratory February 10, 
when we started the reenforced work of inspection of Chinatown, and 
pledged his undivided support. All opposing interests have — 
drawn and the contentions of the past few years are dissipated, so far 
a clear field for the elimination of plague is concerned. The pores 
now is simply to carry on effective inspection service, with measures 
to eradicate the infection. The city chemist is preparing poison for 
the wholesale destruction of rats. This poison will be introduced in 
the Chinatown sewers in a few days. This will be followed by the use 
of traps in the Chinese quarters and areas and, if necessary, by a per 

‘apita tax upon rats. The cubic air space regulation is being enforced 
by the chief of police, and he assures me that his whole force is at our 
command, if necessary. The board of public works and supervisors is 
controlled in our interests by the citizens’ committee, who stand ready 
to back us in any reasonable request. 

The detail work is harmoniously organized and reenforced, to be car- 
ried on for an indefinite length of time. Cases of plague will probably 
be found in due season, but the situation is well in hand. On account 
of the continued heavy rains no sickness will probably develop just at 
the present time. It is proposed to inspect all the Chinese wash- 
houses in the city outside of Chinatown and also to have an eye upon 
the so-called Latin quarter. The two sanitary inspectors are also 
observing the outlets to the city.

1. Dr. Matthew Gardner, representating the State, will pay three 
medical inspectors, two sanitary inspectors, and two Chinese inter- 
preters. : 

2. The city board of health will begin immediately the extermina- 
tion of rats by means of traps and poison, employing three sewer men 
for the purpose. Fifty additional traps will be supplied for this work. 
The city agrees also to disinfect immediately all infected places, and 
will cause the renovation of such habitations in a satisfactory manner 
to the health authorities. 

3. The city further agrees to have the streets of the Chinese district 
thoroughly swept at least three times a week, and the same flushed 
with water once a week. A per capita price will be paid for rats 
found in Chinatown. An extra effort will be made for the removal 
of garbage and the sanitation of back areas, ete. 

4+. The United States Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service 
will exercise immediate supervision over this work in conjunction 
with State and city authorities, and will furnish for the prosecution 
of the work a bacteriologist and laboratory, three medical officers 
(more if needed), and two Chinese interpreters. 

Finally it is agreed that all cases of plague shall be reported to the 
proper authorities; that all inspectors shall report daily at 641 Mer- 
chant street, United States plague laboratory, for instructions: that 
inspectors shall be required to make daily reports of their observa- 
tions and the number of sick and dead seen by them. Their whole 
time shall be devoted to such duties. 

That the Chinese make every concession toward a thorough inspee- 
tion of all the sick and dead in Chinatown. 

The above work to be continued for at least one year from date of 
adoption of the plan. 

The city heasl of health agrees to recommend to the board of public 
works and to the board of supervisors that Dupont street be paved 
with bitumen from California street to Broadway street. 

The city board of health to immediately memorialize the board of 
supervisors to provide sufficient funds for the purpose of carrying out 
the obligations assumed by it herein.

Dear Docror: The Federal, State, and city health authorities, work- 
ing in complete harmony, commence a careful medical and sanitary 
inspection of Chinatown, in this city, to-day, to continue over a con- 
siderable period of time. 

It has been claimed that in past investigations in this district, when 
the inspection is followed up closely, that some sick Chinese have left 
or been sent away for other Chinese quarters in the State, with the 
liability of spre: ading infectious disease. Pardon us, Doctor, if we 
suggest that from this time you cause the Chinese quarter in your 
city to be kept under close surveillance, especially for Chinese arriv- 
ing from San Francisco. The inspection in this city will be systematic 
and thorough, and in case we detect the departure of sick Chinese for 
your locality we will promptly wire you the fact. We also wish to 
say that we will be glad to quickly give you the temporary services of 
an expert, upon telegraphic request, in case you detect any suspicious 
sickness.

InpiANA— Deaths and diseases in Sanuary.—TVhe regular monthly 
reports to the State board of health show there were 2.10 deaths 
reported as occurring in January.

The greatest number of deaths, 410, was caused by pneumonia. Janu- 
ary generally shows very few typhoid deaths, and there is no exception 
this year. The number was 64. Diphtheria caused 53 deaths: scarlet 
fever, 23; whooping cough, 19: cerebro spinal meningitis. 33; influenza, 
59; cancer, 88; violence, 12; smallpox, 50. The city death rate was 
16.8 and the country death rate 11.9. In the following diseases the 
city death rate was higher than the country death rate: Tuberculosis, 
typhoid fever, diphtheria, pneumonia, cancer, violence, smallpox. — In 
the country there was a highe ‘r death rate as compared with the cities 
for the following diseases: Scarlet fever, whooping cough, diarrheal 
diseases, influenza, and puerperal fever. Compared with January, 
1902, there is an increase of 0.4 in the death rate for January, 1903, 
There is a decrease in the death rate from consumption of 16.4 
100,000, There is also a decrease in typhoid fever, pneumonia, influ- 
enza, violence, and smallpox. There were only 5 deaths from small- 
pox in January, 1902, which, compared with 50 in January, 1903, 
shows a very great increase. 

Smallpox for the twenty-fourth consecutive month leads the list as 
the most prevalent disease; 921 cases with 50 deaths were re ported in 
the following counties: Adams, 16; Allen, 4; Blackford, 1; Carroll, 1; 
Cass, 38: Clark, 3: Clay, 1: Clinton, 1 case, 1 death: Daviess, 54; 
Dearborn, 6; Decatur, 1; Dekalb, 15; Delaware, 7: Dubois, 11: Elk- 
hart, 8; Fayette, 11; Floyd, 1; Fulton, 5; Gibson, 11: Grant, 54: Ham- 
ilton, 5: Hancock, 4: Harrison, 3: Howard, 3, 1 death: Jackson, 2; 
Jasper, 11; Jay, few: Johnson, 1; Knox, 71; Kosciusko, 4; Lagrange, 
16; Lake, 6; Lawrence, 10; Madison, 4; Marion, 268, 34 deaths; Mar- 
shall, 4: Monroe, 75; Morgan, 6: Owen, 1, 2 deaths: Pike, %: Posey, 
5; Pulaski, 2; Putnam, 7: Randolph, 22,7 deaths; Shelby, %: Spencer,

The increase in smallpox as compared with the corresponding month 
last year is enormous, and was predicted by this board. We find a 
98 per cent increase in number of cases, 80 per cent increase in area 
covered, and 900 per cent increase in the number of deaths. 

The order of prevalence of diseases was as follows: Smallpox, ton- 
silitis, bronchitis, pneumonia, rheumatism, influenza, typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, pleuritis, diarrhea, intermittent fever, diphtheria and 
croup, erysipelas, whooping cough, measles, inflammation of bowels, 
puerperal fever, dysentery, cerebro spinal meningitis, cholera in- 
fantum, cholera morbus.

Plague. 


Egypt.—In Upper Egypt there occurred on the 18th and 19th of 
January, in the village of Barschun-el-Kubra, in the district of Tukh, 
3, and on the 20th of January 4 fresh cases of plague. 

British India.—During the week ended January 10, there were reg- 
istered in the Bombay presidency 8,619 plague cases and 6,462 
deaths, of which 306 cases (251 deaths) occurred in the City of Bom- 
bay and 27 cases (25 deaths) in the town and port of Karachi. 

According to a supplementary report, there were recorded in the 
Bombay presidency between the 28th December and 3d January, in 
addition to the figures already published, a further 2,755 plague cases 
and 2,149 deaths. 

British South Africa.—On the 27th of December there were 6 
plague patients under treatment in the plague hospital at Durban. U 
to — 27 there had occurred at that place 13 plague cases a 4 
7 deaths. 
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Cape Colony.—During the week ended January 3 one fresh case of 
plague occurred at Port Elizabeth.

The promptness 
with which the German authorities have dealt with the matter is 
remarkable. After the London congress it took more than a year and 
a quarter for the report to appear, each speech in ove language. The 
Berlin authorities recognizing the importance of effective international 
cooperation in fighting this scourge of humanity, have gone about the 
task more energetically. 

In England and France the results of the congress are already seen 
in better organization and in the spread of prophylactic knowledge. 
In England public opinion at first resented the idea of compulsory 
notification, but now sees that such regulations, although interfering 
in some small measure with personal **liberty,” are really necessary 
and in the highest sense justifiable for the good of the community. 
Compulsory notification of tuberculosis is the only way to tight against 
the spread of the evil in large towns.

Bubonic plague at Mauritius. 


The report of the governor of Mauritius states that for the week 
ended January 15, 1903, there were 18 cases of plague, of which 10 
were fatal. 

Bubonie plague in Cape Colony. 


A report from Durban, Cape Colony, dated January 20, 1903, states 
that since the beginning of plague at Durban 34 cases have occurred, 
of which 17 have terminated in death. 


Asiatic cholera in quarantine at Malta. 


A report from Malta, dated January 15, 1903, says that on the pre- 
vious night the steamer Roy«/ arrived at that port from Alexandria 
with 6 cases of cholera on board, 1 death having occurred during the 
voyage. The steamer was placed in quarantine and the sick were sent 
to the lazaretto at Comino Tsland. A later report, dated January 21, 
says that 2 new cases and 3 deaths occurred in quarantine. The 
steamer, after disinfection, was allowed to proceed to London. 


JAPAN. 
Report From Yokohama. 


Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, January 22, as follows: Week 
ended January 17, 1903. Seven steamers, having an aggregate per- 
sonnel of 658 crew and 471 passengers, were inspected, +4 steerage 
passengers were bathed, and %) pieces of baggage were disinfected.

Sanitary condition of Ensenada. 


Sanitary Inspector Alexander reports, February 13, as follows: 
The sanitary condition of Ensenada de Todos Santos continues excel- 
lent. No severe acute diseases are prevalent except bronchitis and 
la grippe. No deaths during this month. The town is in an excellent 
state of cleanliness, each ward being watched by a special inspector. 


Nan itary conditions at Guaymas— Disinfection of ih sels. 
Passed Assistant Surgeon Grubbs reports, February 13 and Feb- 


ruary 17, as follows: The health of this port remains good and its 
improved sanitary condition is maintained. 
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A certain number of vessels are arriving from Mazatlan. A bark 
arrived last week bringing two passengers. The Benito Juarez arrived 
on the 10th instant with 33 passengers and some freight. Disinfec- 
tion was done at Mazatlan and is being repeated here. The ten days’ 
detention is to date from sailing and will expire on the 16th instant. 
In spite of the disinfection done at Mazatlan there are rats aboard, 
but an attempt is being made to kill these to-day and the steamer will 
not be allowed alongside of the wharf. 

Disinfection here is still done with sulphur—1 ounce per cubic 
meter—and bichloride solutions, the steam chamber that arrived from 
Nogales some ten days ago being not yet installed. It will be seen 
that the amount of sulphur used here is less than 1 pound per 10 tons 
register. 

The schooner having on board about 1,100 fresh salt hides from 
Mazatlan, concerning which I wired on the 5th instant. is expected 
daily. Ihave not yet been able to learn if the skins will be landed, 
but in absence of instructions have asked that they be dipped before 
being released. A shipment of hand-made cigarettes on the same 
schooner will, I understand, be refused. 





Action orf merchants and shipping ade nts at Guayinias pelatii ta 
Him portations From Mazatlan. 


At a meeting of the merchants and shipping agents of Guaymas, 
held February 16, it was decided to receive no freight of any kind 
from Mazatlan or from points farther south, if the vessel carrying the 
same touched at Mazatlan. The tirms controlling the lightering on 
the bay have agreed not to unload any such vessels in case they sbould 
come, and telegrams have been sent to Mazatlan and other coast 
points to that effect.

In accordance with the resolution of the international sanitary con- 
vention, which met in Washington in December last. I give you this 
notice in order that you may report the fact to the international com- 
mittee of the American Republics.

(Quarantine at San Juan del Norte against Mexican ports. 


Consul Gottschalk reports, January 30, as follows: By Presidential 
decree all the ports of Nicaragua are declared closed to vessels from 
Mexican ports, and ships arriving from other countries are compelled, 
whether they carry clean bills of health or not, to observe quarantine 
for such period as local officials may determine. The reason given for 
this is ** that bubonic plague has been discovered at Mazatlan, Mexico.” 
As the Atlantic coast of Nicaragua is far removed from that point, 
and asall American vessels calling here are on a strict schedule, owing 
to the perishable nature of their banana cargoes, serious annoyance 
will result to American commerce. I have invited President Zelaya’s 
attention to this. . 

There has been no port surgeon here for several weeks, and no phy- 
sician in town is dover! ae to inspect vessels. I am stating this fact on 
bills of health, and advising next port to use special care in inspecting. 

The S. S. Av//y (arrived 24th) has been delayed twenty-four hours. 
The A//eghany (arrived 30th) will be delayed a like term. This short 
term is imposed in deference to my verbal solicitation with the 
governor.

Smallpox 


Assistant Surgeon King reports, February 10, as follows: The U. 
S. 8. Blake, Coast and Geodetic Survey, from Fajardo, P. R., arrived 
at this port vesterday, the 9th instant, with a case of suspicious 
sickness on board. It is a case with fever accompanied by a scar- 
latinal rash. The diagnosis being undetermined, the patient was this 
morning removed to the isolation hospital at the quarantine station to 
await developments, and the stateroom in which he had been isolated 
on board was disinfected by formalin and sealed for twelve hours. 
Considering that the case may be one of smallpox, with prodromal 
eruption, I advised the surgeon on board to vaccinate the crew. The 
vessel will leave to-morrow morning for Vieques Sound, the scene of 
their operations. The vessel will be in practical isolation, as it only 
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touches at Fajardo once a week for mail and supplies. It will return 
to this port on the appearance of other cases. A further report of 
the case in quarantine will be made at a later date.

SMALLPOX. 


During the month of January, 1903, 14 cases of varioloid were 
reported as existant in the island, located at the several following 
points: Four in San Juan; 7 in Caguas: 2 in Fajardo, and 1 in Guay- 
ama. All of these cases have been discharged recovered, save one 
now undergoing treatment in this city, from which it would appear 
that the disease is of an exceedingly mild type. These cases are 
being well isolated by the board of health. 


SOCIETY ISLANDS.

Consul Doty, at Tahiti, reports, January 17, as follows: I have the 
honor to communicate to the Department of State that the measles, 
which were so fatal in South Africa among the children of the Boers 
in military camps, and which have been traversing Australia, New 
Zealand, and the islands of the Cook and other Pacitic Ocean groups, 
have been brought to this colony. 

From most reliable sources I have learned that the inoculation here 
is due to one child, whose family were in Lucar, who arrived in Papeite 
nearly three months ago on the Union Steamship Company's Orel 
from the infected islands in the southwest Pacific. It is rumored that 
a Government official called the attention of one of the officers of the 
steamer to the suspect at a British port, and urged the officer to direct 
the health officer at Papeite to the case, but his injunction evidently 
was neglected. The regulations of the port here do not require a 
**line-up” of passengers before landing. 

The child went to the district of Taravao,on the island of Tahiti, 
and became the source of contagion, which rapidly spread over the 
island and Mooren, which is adjacent to Tahiti. Fifty deaths have 
occurred. In nearly every instance the deceased was a native. The 
Leeward Islands, of the Society group, are now infected. In the Tua- 
woton, or Low Archipelago, seven deaths are reported and more are 
expected, and the Marquesas Islands also are threatened, 

lowever, I gave an essentially clear bill of health to the steamship 

Mariposa and the schooner G/enda/e, leaving this port for San Fran- 

cisco. I bracketed a remark about measles in the port. At San 

Francisco such a malady would not be regarded as at all serious.
